today, and no prediction for the future can equal what actually 
awaits this state in opportunity," declared Representative W. E. 
Evans of the ninth congressional district, speaking at a dinner to 
250 men and women at Mountain Meadows country club last

Altho this is his first 
term, it was generally expressed by 
many at the meeting that his work 
has been of *ui outstanding charact- 
er, and lie was the recipient of many 
congratulations, especially as relat- 
ing to his labor in connection with 
the tariff bill. 


WHEEL-HORSES PBESENT 


The affair was informally presided 


over by Mark Potter of Pomona, and 
well-known 
political 
leaders 
and 


their wives were present from Long 
Beach, Pomona, Glendale, Pasadena, 
and all of the smaller cities and 
communities of the district.

Calif orirla's second game 
farm, 


where various upland and other game 
birds will be propagated for distri- 
bution in the game territory of 
southern California, ill soon be fun- 
ctioning, it was announced by the 
division of fish and game offices in 
Los Angeles. 


This follows the letter of the con- 


tract for the construction of help's 
quarters and feed and incubator 
lousos to T. R. Hyatt, Alhambra con- 
tactor, and the start of work on 
auilding wire enclosures by the state 
aoard of public works. 


The new farm is located on a 


;wenty-nine acre tract close to the 
Los Serranos 'country club a few 
miles from Chino, in what is consid- 
ered ideal surroundings for the rais- 
"ng of game birds. 


The enclosure for the birds is 270 


'eet wide, 312 feet long, and contains 
122 pens. These pens are 24 feet 
square and 7 feet high. All fencing 
materials, such as posts, rails, gates, 
etc., are of steel, and heavy galvan- 
'zed after weaving wire mesh is used 
to cover the sides and top of the 
pens.

NEW AUTOMOBILE INDEMNITY 


LAW DRASTIC IN PROVISIONS 


Drastic provisions of the new state 


law make it practically necessary for 
all who own or drive automobiles to 
carry adequate indemnity insurant? 
ia a reliable company. This indem- 
nity insurance is to cover damage 
to property of others, injury or 
death. The motorist who is adjudged 
responsible must pay wp to $10.000. 
according to the nature of the dam 
age, injury or death, and failing to 
do so his license will be revoked, and 
it will be a penitentiary offense to 
drive on automobile after a license 
has been canceled. Judges in all 
courts must make reports ot' offend- 
ers to the state motor vehicle depart- 
ment, so that proper action may be 
taken. It is expected this will lessen 
the activity of minors in operating 
machines, and also reduce the num- 
ber of accidents generally. There are 
many other radical changes in the 
traffic 
laws, and those following 


should be studied by every owner 
and operator of an automobile. 


The motorists' liability measures 


provide 
that 
a negligent 
driver 


•when a damage judgment has been 
rendered against him must pay the 
bill. If he fails to do so, his license 
•will be revoked. He could then le- 
'cover the license only by paying the 
damage judgment up to $5,000 for 
one death or injury, or $10,000 for 
more than one death or injury in a 
given accident, .or $1000 for property 
dama.ge in one: accident, and would 
be called upon to give financial se- 
curity as to the future operation of 
snotor vehicles, by taking out insur- 
ance or posting a bond. 


Provisions of the motorists' liabil- 


ity bills are summarized as follows: 


License of operator and registra- 


tion of car shall be suspended when 
judgment in excess of $1000 for neg- 
ligent operation is not paid within 
fifteen days. Reinstatement of li- 
cense and registration dependent on 
first payment of judgment up to 
amounts of $5000 for injury or death 
of one person and $10,000 for more 
than one person in any one accident, 
or $1000 property damage; and sec- 
ond, giving of legal evidence of abil- 
ity to satisfy future judgments by 
insurance, bond or cash deposit up

intoxicated, reckless driving and 
certain oiler offenses. 


New provisions of the motor ve- 


hicle code as amended to meet chang- 
ing conditions are numerous. Those 
of more general application are sum- 
marized as follows: 


Motorists violating promise to ap- 


pear after arrest will receive no new 
license or registration until case is 
disposed of. Officer not required to 
give five days' notice when reckless 
driving results in collision causing 
injury. 


Driving in so negligent a manner 


as to indicate either a wilful or a 
wanton disregard of the safety of 
persons or property shall constitute 
reckless driving. 


Motorists must stop in obedience 


to human flagman or visible signal 
at railroad crossing indicating im- 
mediate approach of railway train. 


Certain vehicles to stop at all rail- 


road crossings, except where auto- 
matic signals or gates are installed 
or traffic officers are on duty. 


OTHER CHANGES 


Motorists on open highways to 


stop before passing school busses 
which are loading or unloading chil- 
dren. 


Permissible speed of heavy vehi- 


cits equipped with pneumatic tires 
is increased. 


Prohibits following too closely and 


prohibits motor truck or truck fol- 
lowing another within 150 feet out- 
side of a business or residence dis- 
trict. 


Unlawful to operate a motor ve 


hide upon a highway unless equip 
pad with silencer or muffler. 


Stickers on windshields prohibited, 


except when placed 'oh lower right 
side nnd seven inches square; except 
destination signs on certain busses. 


Carrying of tires in front of ra- 


diator prohibited. 


Definite brake standard set forth. 
Unlawful to iwe a horn otherwise 


than as a reasonable warning or to 
make an unnecessary or unreasonable 
loud or harsh sound by means of a 
horn or other warning device. 


Prohibition against parking close 


to fire hydrants reduced from .15 feet 
to 10 feet. 


Offense of failing to stop and 


render aid divided into misdemeanor 
when only property damage, and fel- 
(iiiy when personal injury. 


Motorists must stop and leave 


name or report to police department 
when striking unattended vehicle. 


Pedestrians to walk on left side 


of highway. 


Owner made responsible who re- 


quires carrying of excess loads or 
other violation by his drivers. 


Lieen.se plates required to be at 


least -i inches above the ground. 


rnlnwt'ul to buy or dispose of a 


motor from which the manufactur- 
er's number has been removed. 


Number plates and certificates to 


be returned to the division when 
motor vehicle is dismantled or regis- 
tration is cancelled by the division.

Some haveonot made a lot of money, but they have 
made a living, and have been a part of a great and historic, 
change. The story of the west during the last thirty years 
is an epic unequalled either in fiction or in facts concerning 
any other part of this great country. 


David Reese says that the years have brot compensation 


for his labor. The Argus editor can say the same thing. The 
biggest compensation, perhaps, has been the privilege of liv- 
ing in southern California. And to those who are now reach- 
ing their full strength and power in this new land of oppor- 
tunity, both Mr. Reese and the Argus editor join in saying: 
"The Best Is Yet to Be;" 


Jess Stephens, Retires— 


City Attorney Jess Stephens of Los Angeles city'is'retif-'", 


ing from that position this week, having refused to run for 
the office for another term, after serving for eight years. He 
has been elected four times, three times without opposition. 
The cost of his election campaigns, according to three affi- 
davits he has made, has been at the rate of ten dollars per 
campaign. 


There is a vast amount of pessimism concerning the hold- 


ing of public office, a pessimism which is growing in volume. 
There is an almost universal belief that good men will not 
seek public office, or if they do, they will emerge besmirched 
and discredited, heart-broken, and with character assassinat- 


- e'd. And this is true, in the main. 


But there are exceptional men like Jess Stephens, who 


can stand on their feet in the eddying political waters of a 
great city like Los Angeles; who can occupy a position 
toward which an immense amount of jealousy, selfishness 
and sharp dealing is directed, and emerge with a splendid 
record in behalf of the people. Not many do it, but a few 
do it and prove that it can be done. 


Jess Stephens is to be congratulated, and Los Angeles 


should congratulate itself that such a man has been one of 
their public servants. But the municipal incorporations, 
small and large, should come to some kind of understanding 
with themselves that will make public office more attractive 
to men of honor, of ability and probity. Otherwise, city 
government in America will continue, to rush toward dis- 
aster. There is no form of government in this country that 
is as greatly in peril as is municipal government.

"Each farm unit, whether of ten, 40 or large acreage, has 


more than one main crop and often on a 40-acre tract will, 
be found as many as six or seven kinds of fruit, besides the 
vegetables and perhaps a farm flock of sheep. The number 
of sheep in the county has steadily increased for the past 
four years until now there are more than 210,000, compared 
with 170,000 in 1926. Pure bred sheep and pure bred cattle 
produced in Solano are finding an excellent market among 
breeders of other sections, too."
